Office Action Summary 



Part of Paper No. 1^ 
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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-28, 33, and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Saether in view of Knebel. Saether discloses the claimed invention except for the disk 
members having through-apertures. Knebel teaches a mixing valve having disk members 6-8 each 
of which has through-apertures. It would be obvious to modify Saether so that the disk 
member 17 has a through-aperture, in view of Knebel, for the purpose of allowing more water to 
flow through the valve. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed September 25, 2000 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's remarks regarding the through-apertures in the disk members are 
believed to answered by the newly applied reference to Knebel. 

4. The temperature control feature of Saether is clearly controlled by the electric motor 41 . 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL See MPEP § 706.07(a). Applicant is 
reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1.136(a).
